SENATOR KcDOKALD'S BILL. 


The SENTINEL'S Washington tele- 
grams have mentioned the fact that 
Senator MCDONALD, of this state, has 
introduced a bill in reference to the 
use of the army by the executive, and 
repealing the federal electron laws. 
The following is the full text of the 
bill: 
An act authorizing theemploymentofthe 
militia and land and naval forces of the 
United States in certain cases and for 
other purposes. 
Beit enacted, etc.. That whenever the 
United States shall be invaded or be in 
imminent danger of invasion, or when- 
ever tlie laws of the United States shall be 
opposed or the execut ion thereof obstructed 
in any state by combinations too power- 
ful to be suppressed by the ordinary 
course of Judicial proceedings or by the 
power invested in the marshals by this 
act, an olllcial information shall be fur- 
nished thereof by a Jxwlge of the supreme 
court, or the judge of any circuit or dis- 
trict court of the United States sitting or 
cxeroiaingJudicial authority within the 
limits of any such state, or in case of any 
insurrection or domestic violence In any 
state against the government thereof, and 
the legiB!.<^ture of^snch state, or the execu- 
tive} when the le^islatuse cannot be con- 
vened, has made application therefor, it 
shall be lawful for the president of the 
United States to call forth such number of 
the militia of the state or states most con- 
venient to the place of danger or tlte scene 
of oeiion as he may deem necessary to re- 
pel |sueh invasion or to repress such insur- 
reictlon or to put down domestic violence 
in such state, and the use of the militia so 
called forth may be continued, if neces- 
sary, until the expiration of thirty days 
aflerthe commencement of the next ses- 
sion tf congress. 


Sec'. 2. In all cases of invasion, insurrec- 
tion or domestic violence or obstruction 
to laws, either to the United States or to 
Miy iadividual state or territory, where it 
is lawibl for the president of the United 
fitotei to call forth tbe militia for the pur- 
jKMe #f repelling «neh invasion or sup- 
jpressing such insurrection or domestic 
violence, or of causing the laws to be duly 
executed, it shall be lawful for him to em- 
plctr for that purpose such part of the land 
or naval foree^^tbe United States a« he 
IIJtKtee tt^eairti^, havlog flrat observ- 
rtto pij-igtiWmln tow in tliat re- 
niMlI not be lawful to employ 


any part of the army of the United States 
as a pone eomttahu or otherwise for the 
purpose of execution except in such cases 
and under such circumstances as such 
employment of said force may be express- 
ly authorized by the constitution or by 
act of congress. 


Sec. 3. The marshals of the United States 
in their respectlTe districts shall have 
power to execute all lawful processes and 
precepts to them directed and issued un- 
der authority of the United States, and in 
execution thereof shall have power to 
command all necessary assistance. 


Sec. 4. All laws heretofore enacted which 
are in conflict with any of the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 5. All laws and parts of laws hereto- 
fore passed by the congress of the United 
States regulating the manner of holding 
elections for representatives in congress 
are hereby repealed. 


The bill was drawn by Senator MC- 


DONALD upon his own responsibility, 
and without any consultation with 
the democratic leaders. It is carefully 
guarded and it would puzzle the presi- 
dent and his stalwart advisers to find 
any reasonable grounds of objection to 
it. However it is not to be expected 
that this bill, if it were passed, or in 
fact any measure calculated to restrain 
the use of the army for improper pur- 
poses, would meet with the approval 
of the usurper who now fills the presi- 
dential chair.

at less than the legal rate of interest; 
so as to re-admit dropped members of 
the Rebekah degree lodges upon pay- 
ment of a year's dues or such sum as 
may be deemed proper; so as to con- 
form to the laws of the grand lodge of 
the United States, which do not allow 
a lodge to suspend payment of weekly 
benefits. Reference is made to the 
Wanatah giftenterprise advertised last 
winter for the benefit of the lodge at 
that point. 
A proclamation denounc- 
ing it as opposed to the principles of 
Odd Fellowship was issued by the 
grandmaster, and the project was soon 
afterward abandoned. 


A permanent committee 
on the 
Rebekah degree lodges is recommend- 
ed, in order that the delicate and in- 
tricate questions that will ari.se be- 
tween the two branches of the order 
may be settled by appropriate legisla- 
tion, and to foster the new branch. 


The report of the grand secretary, 
B. F. Foster, congratulates the order 
on the very slight loss of membership, 
indicating a return of prosijerity to 
the lodges, most of which are in a 
sound and healthy condition.

$8,546, exi>enditures, $6,322.76; bal- 
ance in treasury. $8,609.51.

iroceedings were stayed. Meanwhile 
in erroneous step is alleged to have 
leen taken by the Japanese envoy at 
Condon, who either originated or con- 
ented to the scheme for a general

proceedings were stayed. 
Meanwhile 
an erroneous step is alleged to have 
been taken by the Japanese envoy at 
London, who either originated or con 
sented to the scheme for a

convention in that city, not to re-ar-

but 
simply 
to 
alter 
the 
scale of 
custom 
duties. 
The Jap- 
anese government was opposed 
to

sion, consequently the movement is 
repudiated, and arrangements are now 
in progress for a complete revision in 
Tokio, proceedings to begin this sum- 
mer. 
No important results are hoped 
for, Japan having unfortunately be- 
trayed weakness and fear to confront 
the European states boldly by append- 
ing a conditional clause to the Ameri- 
can treaty.
